(of Herr Streseman) was delivered in German, it had to 
be translated into French and English, so that half an 
hour passed before M. Nintchitch could call on M. 

Briand to speak.” The Times, Sept. II. (Reports of 
League of Nations’ Assembly). 

Adult Schools’ Conference, Swan wick, 1926. “A 

notable feature of the discussion was Eric Mavvson’sable 
advocacy of the study of Esperanto in Adult Schools. It 
is likely to lead to new developments, for the Conference 
was distinctly impressed. . . Curri.e Martin's con¬ 

cluding remarks stressed the value of our study hand-book, 
international affairs, the use of Esperanto, and the 
entertainment of foreigners in our homes.” One and 
All. 

“The first, final, and most outstanding impression ” 

(of the International Youth Congress, Amsterdam, May, 
1926) “is that of the language difficulty. After a pre¬ 
liminary difference of opinion as to the number of official 
translations to be made, it was decided to translate the 
speeches into German, French and English. But even 
so, much valuable time and energy was lost, and the 
need for Esperanto was clearly demonstrated. . . The 
call for the workers of the world to unite lost much of its 
effect by being made in a dozen different languages.” 
The Flame, July, 1926. (A recommendation was 
accepted by the Congress that after January, 1928, the 
Bureau should be prepared to use Esperanto with any 
affiliated organisation that may so desire. 

“The Beacon,” July, 1926, has a three page article, 
with portrait, on the life and work of Harald Thilander, 
who though blind himself, is the able Editor of Esper¬ 
anta Ligilo, of Ligilo por Vidantoj, and of De Blindas 
Veckoblad.
